TOWN OF SUNAPEE 


1972 was a very busy and eventful year for your selectmen. We finalized plans and contract for 
the Water Department improvements in July and construction has proceeded very satisfactorily with 
R. H. White Construction Co. of Auburn, Mass. the contractor. 

The sewer contracts were signed in September and construction started in October. Considerable 
progress has been made and a lot of inconvenience to the general public has occurred. But these 
are worthwhile, as one year from now all construction will be complete. Ropes and Gray are now 
preparing the sewer bonds. Mr. Metcalf of the Water Supply and Pollution Control Commission, 
held these up until January of this year. 


Our planning board has been extremely busy on sub-divisions and sub-division controls. This 
past year every 50 acre tract is being considered by out of state people for subdivision. All this 
development with a minimum of controls, will result in a very horrendous problem for this town 
and a tremendous increase in the tax rate, as the people in these developments demand services. 
All this growth with few controls is, in our opinion, the largest problem facing the town today. 

We wish to thank our planning board for the long hours that they have worked without pay 
and the interest they have for our town. We have inserted an article to join the regional planning 
comission and hope you, the people, will vote in favor of this article because the regional planning 
commission will be able to give a great deal of help to our planning board. 

The Sewer Commission has been very active in exploring the ways and_ means of paying for 
our sewer system and have agreed to see if a merger with the water department would be feasible. 
The feeling we have, after having a joint meeting with the Sewer and Water Commisssioners, is 
that it would be less costly to have one superintendent and some employees than to have two 
separate divisions. 


We are faced with the need for a new school building and with the unprecedented growth of 
our town. 

We are continuing to explore a full-time assessor for the three towns of Sunapee, New London, 
and Newbury. ; 

The Board of Selectmen wish to thank all Departments for their excellent cooperation in the past 
year and their efforts to hold costs to a minimum. We would.also like to thank all citizens for 
their understanding of our problems and our efforts to solve them.

BEN MERE COMMISSION REPORT 


During the past year the Ben Mere Area Com- 
mission worked to improve the appearance and use 
of the area by beginning construction of a parking 
area on the east side of the property, the erection of 
small signs to protect the grass area on the front, 
and the filling and grading of the middle level sec- 
tion. In this the Commission was generously as- 
sisted by officials of the town and by individuals who 
devoted time, effort, and materials. 


A carnival was held during July, chairmaned by 
Mrs. Arthur A. Osborne. Several organizations of 
the town participated and kindly donated part of 
their proceeds to the fund.

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REPORT of the FOREST FIRE WARDEN 
and DISTRICT CHIEF 


In New Hampshire, forest fire-tontrol is a coop- 
erative State-town program. The Town Forest Fire 
Warden, appointed by the Director, Division of Re- 
sources Development upon recommendation of the 
Selectmen and the State’s District Forest Fire Chief 
is responsible for fire suppression and other related 
duties. The State shares equally with the town in 
the cost of most forest fires, except illegal and care- 
less fires, which are charged to the responsible party. 
The State further provides fire detection services, 
prevention programs, fire training for town wardens 
and crews, and back up equipment for fire suppres- 
sion. 

By authority of the State, the Town Forest Fire 
Warden controls all outside burning in his town ex- 
cept backyard cooking fires. Any person wishing to 
kindle a fire when the ground is not covered with 
snow must obtain a fire permit, free of cost, from 
the Town Forest Fire Warden. No permits will be 
issued for fires between 9:00 A.M. and 5:00 P.M. 
unless it is raining, except for commercial purposes. 

Please be careful when using fire, remember it 
can be an extremely useful tool when under control 
but once allowed to run wild it can become a dis- 
astrous and devastating force. Only you can prevent 
a forest fire.

ENGINEERS REPORT 
Sunapee Fire Department 
From December 1, 1971 to November 30, 1972 
the Fire Department answered a total of 26 alarms. 


In November 1972 we received delivery of the 
new Engine authorized at the March 1972 town 
meeting. This has allowed us to replace the 1948 
truck at the Georges Mills station with the 1953 
Class A pumper that was located at the Sunapee 
station. 

In September the New Hampshire Board of Un- 
derwriters inspected the facilities of the water and 
fire departments for the first time in over thirty 
years. There were 26 recommendations made to the 
departments and ten of these were classed as highly 
important. Of these ten items five applied directly to 
the Fire Department. We are in the process of cor- 
recting and changing to meet some of their specifica- 
tions.

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CONSERVATION COMMISSION REPORT 


During 1972 your commission was involved in 
several conservation related activities and is pleased 
to report the following. 


In cooperation with the U.S.D.A. and the county 
forester, fifteen additional acres of forest were 
thinned and weeded in the Ledge Pond lot. The im- 
provement work was supervised by Stanley Rastal- 
lis of the New England Forestry Foundation at a 
cost to the town of $125.00 with the Federal Gov- 
ernment paying the balance. 


A twilight tour of the lot was made by the com- 
mission to see first hand how the work was done and 
to better understand how the practices would hasten 
the day when the town could selectively harvest a 
crop of high quality timber. 

Deeds to town owned property have been exam- 
ined, restrictions as to use noted, in preparation for 
the day when an inventory of the conservation needs 
of each lot may be developed. 

A steel file has been purchased and placed in the 
town Office. It will serve as storage for commission 
records and provide space for a modest library of 
conservation subjects of interest to Sunapee citizens, 
teachers and their students. Likewise the material 
and records may prove a useful reference to select- 
men and the planning board. 

A Deed of Dedication between the Commission 
and Richard H. Webb has been developed. In effect, 
this guarantees the grantor and his heirs the right to 
grow and harvest timber on some three hundred 
and sixty acres of land and at the same time furnish 
citizens of Sunapee and their guests, among many 
things, an area for hiking, nature trails, snow mobil- 
ing, cross country ski trails, archery, simple camp- 
ing and hunting in season. The Grantor will con- 
tinue to own the land and it will be taxed as forest 
land. 

Temporarily the devleopment of nature trails in 
Dewey Woods has been suspended, pending the de- 
cay of brush left from previous woodland improve- 
ment practices. As soon as practical the commission 
will re-examine the area for both its educational and 
scenic potentials. 

The Commission has entered into an agreement 
with the Sullivan County Soil Conservation District 
to have a detailed soils map prepared of Sunapee. 
The data will be available in 1974 and will provide 
an invaluable tool for all branches of town govern- 
ment concerned with conservation, town planning, 


pollution control, sanitary land fill and even road 6 


construction. 
The cooperation of town.officials has been appre- 
ciated.

This year we have had quite a number of small 
leaks in the Main and Suction Pipe and in the Reser- 
voir. We find that the reservoir will need a good coat 
of cement on the bottom before it will be right and 
when that is done it should be right for a number of 
years. 


We have just had a bad break at the Lower Vil- 
lage and that is repaired, but we have been unable 
to open the lower end of the main pipe and it looks 
now as though we should have to wait for Spring 
weather to open that.

ENROLLMENT 


The enrollment for the school year 1972-73 is 
415 — divided as follows: 


Elementary (Grades 1-6) — 208 
Junior High (Grades 7-8)— 67 
Senior High (Grades 9-12) — 140 


PROGRAM and SPACE 


We are blocked into the existing program by the 
severe space limitations. We are unable to comply 
with the New Hampshire Minimum Standards for 
Elementary Schools for class size in view of our 
present number of elementary stations which include 
three portable units. A good teaching situation ex- 
ists in Grade | where we are operating two sections. 
‘All other elementary sections are at or over the 
State Maximum size: 

Grade 2 — 32 students (7 over maximum) 

Grades | & 2 — 25 students (maximum) 

Grade 3 — 30 students (at maximum) 

Grade 4 — 36 students (6 over maximum) 

Grade 5 — 34 students (40ver maximum) 

Grade 6 — 40 students (10 over maximum) 

(Grades 3 to 6 — 30 students maximum) 

Our space problems will continue through 1973- 
74 as the target date for new facilities has been set 
for September 1974 and the 1974-75 school year. 

The understanding attitude of students, staff, 
and parents has been commendable. 


BUILDING PLANS 


The year has been filled with the necessary pre- 
liminary study and planning that must go into a 
major building project. Sunapee is fortunate to have 
a concerned citizenry that is willing and able to give 
time and “know how” toward a solution to its school 
problem. Some specific steps are set down in the 
“Report of the School Board and the Building Re- 
view Committee.” 


Although it is necesary to include an Article on 
the bond issue in the Annual School Warrant in 
March, final plans and prices will not be available 
for a vote at that time. Consequently, it is the School 
Board’s intent to postpone action on the bond issue 
until mid-May when definitive cost figures will be 
available. 


CONCLUSION 


The spring of 1973 will bring a vote on a new 
school plant. Such a major decision requires ade- 
quate understanding by the citizens on the needs and 
the proposed means of meeting these needs. You 
have already taken two important steps: (1) in 1971 


the purchase of the Long View Terrace site, (2) in 
1972 the appropriation of funds to provide archi- 
tect’s final working drawings for a high school. A 
favorable vote on the bond issue in May should 
provide the final step toward making new school 
facilities available for the students in Sunapee in 
September of 1974.

SUNAPEE SCHOOL DISTRICT 


Report of the School Board and the 
Building Review Committee 


At the Annual School District meeting on March 
6, 1972 the Sunapee voters appropriated a sum not 
to exceed $40,000 for working drawings of a new 
high school, grades 7-12, to be constructed on the 
Longview Terrace property which is owned by the 
School District. 


This action was taken as a result of the work and 
planning completed by the Sunapee School Board 
and Building Committee. The report of this com- 
mittee is printed in the Annual Report of 1971 on 
pages 54 and 55. 


Shortly after the 1972 Annual Meeting the School 
Board employed the firm of David D. Douglas As- 
sociates of Derry, N.H. as architects of the new 
school. 


The School Board felt it would be beneficial to 
have the advice and assistance of a Building Review 
Committee made up of a cross section of Sunapee 
citizens as they proceeded with the plans for the new 
building. The names of the members of this com- 
mittee appear at the end of this report. 


During the past year the School Board and the 
Building Review Committee met many times with 
the architect discussing preliminary building plans. 
Several sets of preliminary plans were reviewed by 
the committee. Many suggestions were given to the 
architect as the school plan was developed. 


After a meeting with heating engineers it was de- 
cided to install oil heat in the new building and gen- 
eral approval was given to a sprinkler system. 


During Open House at Sunapee Central School in 
November an open meeting was held on the pro- 
posed building. Many citizens were in attendance to 
hear the presentation by Mr. Douglas, the architect. 
A general discussion was held and preliminary plans 
were viewed by the public. 


During the later part of October the preliminary 
plans were submitted to the State Department of Ed- 
ucation for their approval. Their preliminary ap- 
proval was received on November 1, 1972 along 
with several suggestions which were incorporated 
into the plans. 


It should be noted that the architect, school ad- 
ministrators and teachers had met several times with 
consultants from the State Department of Education 
discussing both the school program and the school 
plans. 


In November final approval of the plans was 
given by the School Board and the Building Re- 


view Committee. The architect was given permission 
to proceed with the working drawings and specifica- 
tions for the new school. 


Ones completed the final drawings and building 
specifications must be approved by the following 
agencies before they can be put out to bid: 


1. The School Board with the advice of the 
Building Review Committee. 

2. The New Hampshire Department of Safety 
(State Fire Marshal’s Office). 

3. The New Hampshire Department of Edu- 
cation. 


As January, 1973 approached it became evident 
to the architect and the School Board that there 
would not be sufficient time to complete the work- 
ing drawings, obtain the necessary approval and 
conduct the bidding for the construction of the 
building prior to the 1973 Annual School meeting 
on Monday, March 5, 1973. For this reason the 
School Board will ask that the Annual Meeting on 
March 5, 1973 be recessed after the other business 
has been conducted, to May 16, 1973 for the pur- 
pose of voting on the bond issue. 


The School Board plans to hold at least two pub- 
lic meetings on the proposed building prior to the 
recessed meeting in May. The purpose of these meet- 
ings will be to allow each citizen ample opportun- 
ity to view the plans and ask any questions regard- 
ing the plans and the proposed bond issue. 


The School Board wishes to express their appreci- 
ation to the members of the Building Review Com- 
mittee for their conscientious efforts during the plan- 
ning stages of this project.
